A Dar of Bllver i‘-"-ollllluF 0_50 Thousnnd nnd
Thirteen OQunces.

We were yesterday shown, at the State Na-
tlonal Bank in this city, a “brick™ of solid
silver, weighing 1015 ounces, D65 fine. 1t was
out of the Vermillion and Burke ledges in the
Meundow Valley District (now ealled Ely Dis-
trict), Lincoln county, Nev., 380 miles south of
8alt Lake City, and 140 miles north of Callville,
the head of navigation on the Colorado river.
The brick I8 a perfect monster In size and
welght, It will be sent by the bank to New
York, for assay.

Yestorday Mr. J. Vermillion, formerly an old
resldent of Buchanan county, and now one of
the proprictors of the Vermillion and Burke
ledges, arrived in this eity, direct from Nevada,
He represents the mines in that section of coun-
try as vory prosperons and being worked
rapldly.

1le nlso stated
that o passenger that cane on board the train
at North Bend sald that & man, supposed to be
the pilot of the boat, was thrown Lwo or three
hundred feet In the alr, The nume of the Lioat
Is the Neville. Oune of the bodies bhus washed
ushore.

A ¢lgar is more likely to injure one thun a pipe,
becanse the cigar dischurges directl
mouth of the smoker everything
duced by the huruh:lg. And there are those
who, from an over indulgence In the gnestion-
able habit, live in a constant state of narcotism,
of narcotic drunkenness, to the serious detrl-
moent of thelr mental organizations.
